The review of 374 documents responsive to your request has been completed 
and we have determined that 2 documents may be released in full, 213 
documents may be released in part, and 159 documents must be withheld in full 
pursuant to FOIA Exemptions 5 and 6, 5 U.S.C. §§ (b)(5) and (b)(6). 

An enclosure explains the FOIA exemptions and other grounds for withholding 
material. Where we have made excisions, the applicable exemptions are marked 
on each document. In some cases, two or more exemptions may apply to the 
same document. All non-exempt material that is reasonably segregable from the 
exempt material has been released. All released material is enclosed.

Attached, please find an essay I wrote after a panel I chaired on the subject sponsored by the Public 
Diplomacy Council, an academic NGO, in fall of 2013. 

They warit to include it as a chapter in a book. Erring on the side of caution, I told them I would need to 
submit it to PA. 
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The creation of the current Religion and Global Affairs structure is relatively current and what I've written 
is based entirely on public sources. I cover the creation and the speeches given at the dedication and the 
structure. I know little about the inner workings of this new structure and have not written about the way it 
has involved or the way it works beyond the bare facts of its creation. 

I have not been a part of any related structure since niy last job heading the Office of International 
Religious Freedom in 2009-2010 at which point I retired from the Foreign Service after a 30 year career. I 
have done WAE work but not in any field related to the religion and diplomacy theme. 

Some of the earlier anecdotes from my career contained in the piece have been cleared by PA in the 
context of a chapter I authored almost 10 years ago. The current EGA programs I know about from my 
support of Imam Bashar’s work, rather than by direct involvement in my career or inside knowledge of the 
Department. Again, all of this information is available on his websites and in his literature, 

My editor was surprised I felt I needed to submit the piece but I feel I do. She is hoping that we could 
have your approval or a nod that nothing here is sensitive by a week from today. I know that may not be 
realistic, but I'm hoping someone could give it a quick read to see if anything needs closer examination.

capacity on matters of Departmental concern must include a disclaimer indicating that the views expressed are their own and not 
necessarily those of the U.S. Government. However, such a disclaimer is not required when re-posting previously cleared and 
publicly disseminated U.S. Government content in a social media environment. Where such disclaimers are required but difficult 
to include (such as in a microblog character-limited format), employees must include information in their profiles indicating that 
their views are personal. In some cases, PA will provide specific disclaimer language as warranted by the topic or nature of 
publication. 

c. When engaging in personal capacity public communication, employees may generally not accept compensation if the activity 

“relates to the employee’s official duties.” See 11 FAM 600 . If abroad, see also 3 FAM4I20 , “Employee Responsibilities 
Abroad.” 

d. An employee may not improperly use U.S. Government time or resources for preparing or conducting personal capacity 

communications. See 5 FAM 723 . An employee also may not use his or her official title for personal capacity communications, 
except as part of a biographical text that includes the disclaimer discussed above in paragraph (b), and provided the reference to 
the title is not given any special prominence. Additionally, an employee may not violate other applicable ethical standards of 
character, integrity, and conduct, including, for example, the rules prohibiting the use of public office for private gain and the 
rules concerning prohibited political activity. 

e. As stated in 3 FAM 4i74.2 (c)(i), the review process is limited to three purposes. (See also 3 FAM 4176.4 .) Therefore, completion 

of the review process is not a Department “clearance” or “approval” of the planned communication, and is not meant to insulate 
employees from discipline or other administrative action related to their communications, including for conducting personal 
capacity public communications that interfere with the Department’s ability to effectively and efficiently carry out its mission and 
responsibilities, by, for example, disrupting operations, impairing working relationships, or impeding the employee from carrying 
out his or her duties. Ultimately, employees remain responsible for their personal communications whether or not the 
communications are on topics of Departmental concern.

Attached, please find an essay I wrote after a panel I chaired on the subject sponsored by the Public Diplomacy Council, 
an academic NGO, in fall of 2013, 

They want to include it as a chapter in a book. Erring on the side of caution, I told them I would need to submit it to PA. 

The creation of the current Religion and Global Affairs structure is relatively current and what I’ve written is based entirely 
on public sources. I cover the creation and the speeches given at the dedication and the structure. I know little about the 
inner workings of this new structure and have not written about the way it has involved or the way it works beyond the 
bare facts of its creation. 

I have not been a part of any related structure since my last job heading the Office of International Religious Freedom in 
2009-2010 at which point I retired from the Foreign Service after a 30 year career. I have done WAE work but not in any 
field related to the religion and diplomacy theme. 

Some of the earlier anecdotes from my career contained in the piece have been cleared by PA in the context of a chapter 
I authored almost 10 years ago. The current EGA programs I know about from my support of Imam Bashar's work, rather 
than by direct involvement in my career or Inside knowledge of the Department. Again, all of this information is available 
on his websites and in his literature.
